(Effective Date of the award: 03 March 2002) 

While commanding a platoon deployed on the Line of Control in Rajouri Sector 

(Jammu and Kashmir) Subedar Surinder Singh continuously displayed valour and 
leadership during operations. 

Based on information regarding the presence of terrorists, ambushes were laid. 
On 03 March, 2002 at 2350 hours when a group of terrorists was observed in the area, 
Subedar Surinder Singh ensured that own ambush party did not open fire prematurely 
and waited for the terrorists to close in. In a quick and decisive engagement, he shot 
the first terrorist from an extremely close range, exhibiting tremendous presence of 
mind and raw courage. In the meantime the remaining terrorists dispersed in the 
jungle. Subedar Surinder Singh immediately organized a search of the terrorists. 
During the search, he came under effective fire from behind a boulder. Heavy fire 
ensued. With utter disregard to his personal safety and under heavy exchange of fire 
as he crawled forward, a terrorist pounced upon him. In the ensuing hand-to-hand 
fight Sub Surinder Singh shot him dead. 

In the meanwhile, four terrorists had sneaked into a house in village Tarala and 
were firing heavily. Own fire was proving ineffective. Realising the gravity of the 
situation, Subedar Surinder Singh volunteered to create an opening in the house. 
Despite effective fire, and at an immense risk to his life, he climbed on the roof, placed 
and detonated explosives and created an opening. Subedar Surinder Singh then 
hurled a grenade inside the house and fired. While he was moving away, a grenade 
was hurled towards own party by the terrorists. Realising the danger to his fellow 
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comrades, he took the entire blast on himself and consequently sustained multiple 
splinter injuries all over the body. Despite grievous injuries, Subedar Surinder Singh 
continued to engage the terrorists and killed two more terrorists. However, he 
succumbed to his injuries while being evacuated. 

Subedar Surinder Singh, thus, displayed most conspicuous bravery, raw 
courage, concern for fellow comrades and made the supreme sacrifice in the highest 
traditions of the Indian Army.

(Effective Date of the award: 11 Nov 2001) 


Naib Subedar Ishwar Singh was the Road Opening Party Commander. On 
11 Nov 2001 while opening the road, he received information about move of a group of 
foreign terrorists near Mangnar Forest, a thickly wooded forest in Poonch, J&K at an 
altitude of about 1450 meters, with visibility restricted to two to three meters. 

Naib Subedar Ishwar Singh informed the Company Commander, readjusted 
pickets and swiftly moved towards the forest with a team, continuously tracking the 
group. The party suddenly came under heavy automatic fire. Calm and composed, Naib 
Subedar Ishwar Singh deployed his men and immediately returned fire, killing two 
terrorists. Undeterred by limited visibility and thick foliage, tie outflanked and cutoff 
the escape route. Realising the company commander was severely injured, he 
assumed control of the situation and exhorted his men to provide supporting fire. He 
himself directe H fire of Rocket Launcher resulting in killing of three terrorists. 

With complete disregard to own safety Naib Subedar Ishwar Singh then charged 
and personally eliminated two terrorists. He, with his buddy,' pursued the remaining 
terrorist and single handedly eliminated him in hand-to-hand combat. 

Naib Subedar Ishwar Singh displayed most conspicuous valour, aggressive spirit 
and professional acumen while facing the terrorists. 
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2. JC-61230S NAIB SUBEPAR PEV BAHADUR THAPA 

1/4GORKHA RIFLES (POSTHUMOUS), 

(Effective Date of the award: 19 Nov 2001) 

On 19 Nov 2001 Naib Subedar Dev Bahadur Thapa was the commander of a 
search party during a Search and Destroy operation, launched to eliminate terrorists 
suspected to be hiding in Meganwar - Sadganga Forest in J&K. 

A fierce encounter ensued as the search party contacted a group of heavily 
armed terrorists in a well concealed hideout, located on a dominating bushy knoll, 
making own troops vulnerable. He quickly deployed his support group, cut off escape 
routes and closed in with the terrorists against intense hostile fire, receiving a wound 
in the jaw. Unmindful of the wound, he continued to fire and eliminated two terrorists. 
He then further closed in with another terrorist, lobbed a grenade and killed the 
terrorist, receiving another fatal gun shot wound. This gallant action motivated his men 
to eliminate two more terrorists and recover a huge quantity of warlike stores. 

Naib Subedar Dev Bahadur Thapa displayed exceptional leadership and 
conspicuous gallantry beyond the call of duty and saved casualties to his men, while 
himself made the supreme sacrifice. 

3. IC-47093 MAJOR USHNISHA JAITLY 

3/11 GORKHA RIFLES (POSTHUMOUS! 

(Effective Date of the award : 01 Dec 2001) 

On 01 December 2001, while conducting search and destroy operation in village 
Keri, in Poonch, J&K at about 0900 hours Major Ushnisha Jaitly noticed two terrorists 
who had pjnned down his other column with effective and heavy fire. 

Realising vulnerability of own troops in open and disadvantageous position, 
Major Ushnisha Jaitly decided to outflank the terrorists from a different direction, 
knowing fully well that this would expose him to terrorist fire at an extremely close 
range. Exhorting his men to continue engaging terrorists, he alone crawled up towards 
the terrorists. Breaking cover at close quarters, he charged at the terrorists, killing 
one on the spot. However in the process, he too received a burst of bullets on his face 
and chest. The Other terrorist ran down hill. Refusing to be evacuated despite grievous 
injuries and bleeding profusely, Major Ushnisha Jaitly closed in and in a close hand- 
to-hand combat, killed the other terrorist too before laying down his own life. 
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By his brave and courageous action Major Ushnisha Jaitly not only killed two 
terrorists but also saved lives of own troops. 

Major Ushnisha Jaitly displayed conspicuous bravery and outstanding leadership 
in the face of terrorists and made the supreme sacrifice.

1 SHRI RAVINDRA KUMAR SHRIWAS. MADHYA PRADESH 

(POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective Date of the award: 23 rd June, 2000) 

On 23.6.2000, at 8.55 p.m., a group of 7/8 persons armed with stones and 
axes, etc. attacked the Green Auto Mobile Service petrol pump at Maharana Pratap 
Nagar. The miscreants stoned the petrol pump and tried to loot the Cash. Shri 
Ravmdra Kumar Shriwas, aged about 32 years, resident of Shankar Nagar Barkheri 
Govindpura, Bhopal, who was present at the petrol pump to buy petrol, showed 
extraordinary courage and tried to stop the miscreants from entering the cabin of 
Petrol pump. A miscreant hit at the head of Shri Ravindra Kumar Shriwas with an axe, 
as a result of which he sustained a grievous injury. However, without caring for his 
injury, shri Shriwas continued to resist the miscreant's attempt to loot the petrol pump 
and they had to ultimately flee the spot. However, Shri Shriwas succumbed to the 
fatal injury on his head. 

Shri Ravindra Kumar Shriwas exhibited courage and bravery and gave a tough 
fight to the miscreants bare-handedly and in the process lost his own life, thus, setting 
an example for others to emulate. 

2 SHRI BACHITTAR SINGH. J&K 

(Effective Date of the award: 9 th Sept., 2000) 

On 9 September, 2000, at about 0600 hours, an armed foreign mercenary 
entered the house of Ex Sepoy Bachittar Singh and demanded food and shelter at gun 
point. On learning about the presence of a militant in his house through one of the 
lady members of the house, Shri Singh descreetly sneaked out of his house with his 
.303 rifle. Apprehending that the militant would attempt a quick getaway, he sent a 
person to inform an Army patrol, camping nearby and laid an ambush on the expected 
escape route. 
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Before the army assistance could arrive, the militant tried to move away. 
Realising that the militant would escape, Shri Singh displayed unflinching courage and 
with utter disregard to his personal safety took tactical cover and shot at the escaping 
militant, seriously injuring him in his thigh. Undeterred by the retaliatory firing by the 
militant, Shri Bachittar Singh crawled closer to the militant and kept the injured 
militant under effective domination till the Army assistance arrived. 

Shri Bachittar Singh showed exemplary act of valour and audacious fighting 
spirit which was Instrumental in the killing of an armed terrorist and led to the 
recovery of weapons, ammunition and explosives. 

3 . GS-165012X OPERATOR EXCAVATING MAC HINERY ASHWANI KUMAR 

(Effective Date of the award: 18 May 2001) 

Operator Excavating Machinery Ashwani Kumar of 116 RCC (GREF) was 
deployed as a Dozer Operator at Detachment Metengliang for formation cutting of road 
Hayuling-Metengliang-Changlohagam (China Study Group)Road which is the most top 
priority road. In the month of May 2001 a Nallah was encountered on alignment of the 
road at KM 19,100, thus halting the work. It was not possible to construct any 
temporary bridge immediately, as this detachment is still not connected by road. 

After discussion with supervisory staff a survey was done to by-pass the dozer 
and the Air Compressor through the valley which was almost 150 meter deep and 
steep faces. Not many operators would dare taking the dozer through such valley. 
But Operator Excavating Machinery ASHWANI KUMAR voluntarily accepted the daring 
task and started the work on it on 18 th May 2001. It was a herculean task, which was 
full of danger at every stage-needing a brave heart and very high standard of 
workmanship. 

Finally ASHWANI KUMAR took his Dozer down to the bed of the Nallah in a 150 
Meter deep valley which has got almost vertical faces. On the other side of the Nallah 
while climbing up, he encountered a hill face, which had hardly a place for a dozer to 
work. Also, continuous slide was coming-threatening to hit the dozer and the 
operator. In such demanding circumstances, Ashwani Kumar did not let his moral go 

down and continued with the stupendous task. 

Finally, he over come all the odds in his way and completed the unimaginable 
task within a short period of two weeks thus making way for continuation of formation 


cutting work. 
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Operator Excavating Machinery Ashwani Kumar displayed high level of courage, 
presence of mind and dogged determination in extreme circumstances. 


4 2.995915 SEPOY DH ARMENDRA SINGH TflEjAR 

RAJPUT/10 RR 

(Effective Date of the award: 10 July 2001) 

An operation was launched in Gotul area of Doda District by a covert team on 10 

July 2001 at 2000 hours. On 11 July 2001 at about 1830 hours a group of terrorists 

was spotted by the team in Gotul Forest. Sepoy Dharmendra Singh Tomar pinned 

down the terrorists by effective fire while the team encircled the terrorists. Heavy 

exchange of fire ensued under the cover of which, the terrorists tried to escape 
through a Nala. 

Anticipating this, Sepoy Dharmendra Singh Tomar, showing exemplary courage 
ran towards the Nala with an other rank while bringing down effective fire on the 
terrorists. On being trapped, the terrorists launched two grenades towards him to 
create an opening for escape. Undeterred Sepoy Dharmendra Singh Tomar charged at 
the terrorists and killed two of them on the spot from a point blank range. 

Sepoy Dharmendra Singh Tomar displayed exemplary courage, determination 
and initiative in true spirit of soldiering in facing the dreaded terrorists.

(Effective Date of the award: 04 Aug 2001) 

On 04 August 2001, Captain Tej Karam Singh Sekhon alongwith a party from his 
company laid an ambush in densely forested, inhospitable and National Democratic 
front of Bodoland (NDFB) dominated area of Sluice Gate (Bogajuli), Nalbari in Assam 
inspite of inclement weather, heavy rains and poor visibility, in the bold and 
danng encounter with the heavily armed terrorist group, he with utter disregard to 
personal safety led the operation from the front. Despite heavy volume of fire and 
grenades being lobbed at him by the terrorists Captain Tej Karam Singh Sekhon with 
remarkable swiftness and raw courage advanced towards the terrorists and shot dead 
one hardcore terrorist and recovered one AK-56 Rifle from him. This successful 
operation very ably led by the officer resulted in killing of another hardcore terrorist 
In a sequel to the relentless offensive operation against terrorists who were in 
a desperate retaliatory mission, Captain Sekhon led another fierce encounter on 
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12 August 2001. He in an act of raw courage and exceptionally conspicuous gallantry 
of highest order, chased the terrorist through dense undergrowth. The fleeing terrorist 
indiscriminately fired and lobbed grenades at him. Unmoved by these odds with utter 
disregard to personal safety, he closed in with the terrorist and in a fierce face to face 
exchange of fire killed him. 

These exceptionally courageous actions led by the officer resulted in the killing 
of total of five hard core terrorists and recovery of three AK-47/56 Rifles and huge 
quantity of ammunition, explosive and incriminating documents. 

Captain Tej Karam Singh Sekhon exhibited exemplary act of bravery, unflinching 
courage, bold and inspiring leadership in fighting the terrorists.

ARTY/8 ASSAM RIFLES 

(Effective Date of the award: 07 Aug 2001) 

Based on specific intelligence, Capt Rajendra Singh Dhami planned a quick 
cordon and search operation in area Awangjiri in Bishenpur District of Manipur on 
07 Aug 2001. 

Capt Rajendra Singh Dhami quickly organised a search and led the column to 
enter a hideout without caring for his personal safety. His daring and unexpected move 
unnerved the hardcore terrorists, who tried to escape but were captured by the vigilant 
stops. Quick search of the area and interrogation carried out by Captain Rajendra 
Singh Dhami yielded results in terms of arms, ammunition and Radio set and the vital 
hard intelligence about presence of two hardcore terrorists in the area Laithouching., 
Capt Rajendra Singh Dhami fully aware that the terrorists were atop a hill and were 
advantageously placed, led the column without caring for his personal safety. He 
tactically cordoned the target area and moved with his party towards the target. As 
Capt Rajendra Singh Dhami closed on to the target, which was a tin hut, the terrorists 
fired a volley of rounds hindering his move. At this stage he asked for his move to be 
covered and with his buddy crawled close to the hut. As he was closing in he was fired 
at dose range when he jumped behind a stone and ran along with his buddy through 
the volley of bullets towards the rear of the hut and shot the two terrorists at point 
blank range. A large quantity of ammunition and incriminating documents were 

recovered. 

Captain Rajendra Singh Dhami, thus, displayed raw courage and aggressive 
spirit with total disregard to personal safety while facing the terrorists.

6 DOGRA (POSTHUMOliSj 

(Effective Date of the award: 31 Aug 2001) 

On 31 August 2001, at approx 1030 hours, a search party came under heavy 
volume of terrorists' fire in Nowshera, Rajouri J&K. 

Naik Tirath Lai, the leading scout was hit in the left thigh. The terrorists started 
to Withdraw, with one terrorist providing covering fire. He though bleeding profusely, 
charged at the terrorist and shot him down. He then spotted two other terrorists trying 
to flee, using two civilians as human shields. He unmindful of his bleeding injury closed 
m with the terrorists. The daring soldier displaying exceptional marksmanship shot one 
terrorist through the head. The other terrorist on seeing this, threw his hostage aside 
and brought down heavy volume of fire on Naik Tirath Lai.

Naik Tirath Lai exhibited gallantry, lesolute determination, indomitable courage 
and made the supreme sacrifice.

(Effective Date of the award: 02 Sep 2001) 

Naik Mukhtiar Singh was squad Commander during the search and destroy 
mission in general area Sanjiwaii in Poonch J&K on 02 Sep 2001. 

Naik Mukhtiar Singh detected four terrorists moving on a track about one 
hundred meters below him. Deploying his squad to cut off likely escape routes of the 
terrorists he alongwith his buddy managed to close in with the terrorists. The terrorists 
opened indiscriminate fire on the troops and started escaping. With utter disregard to 
his own personal safety Nk Mukhtiar Singh chased the fleeing terrorists and shot dead 
two of them on the spot while one terrorist was seriously injured. He followed the 
blood trial left by the injured terrorist to a nala where the terrorist was hiding. He 
lobbed hand grenades arid closed in and eliminated the third terrorist too. 

Naik Mukhtiar Singh displayed conspicuous bravery, indomitable courage, 
aggressive spirit and exemplary leadership in fighting the terrorists. 
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9 9418599 HAVILPAR GOKUL KUMAR PRADHAN 

3/11 GORKHA RIFLES 

(Effective Date of the award: 04 Sep 2001) 

Havildar Gokul Kumar Pradhan was a Sub Team Commander of Ghatak Platoon. 

On 04 September 2001, during cordon and search operation in Sarhoti Village in 
Poonch J&K a' team was pinned down in thick maize fields by heavy volume of 
terrorists automatic fire. 

To offset this disadvantageous position, extricate his team and eliminate 
terrorists, the Platoon Commander tasked Havildar Gokul Kumar Pradhan and his 
buddy to assault terrorists from a different direction. The two using tactical acumen 
cover closed onto the terrorists. Seeing themselves encircled, the terrorists directed 
hail of bullets onto the two. Taking initiative, Havildar Pradhan in an act displaying bold 
courage, charged towards terrorists firing from hip position. The terrorists were totally 
taken aback by this unprecedented action. In a hand to hand combat lasting over one 
hour both soldiers chased terrorists in thick maize fields and killed all four one by one, 
which also saved the lives of own troops. 

Havildar Gokul Kumar Pradhan displayed raw courage and gallantry in fighting 
the terrorists. 

10. IC- 47725 MAJ BALRAJ SINGH SOH1 

5 JAK LI 

(Effective Date of the award: 05 Sep 2001) 

On 05 Sep 2001, at 1000 hours information was received that some terrorists 
were hiding in Lantibari, Barapetta in Assam. The Coy Cdr, Major Balraj Singh Sohi 
meticulously planned a daring operation. With his team he took most difficult, 
unexpected route and achieving complete surprise, cordoned a group of four houses by 
1310 hours. 

As Major Balraj Singh Sohi along with an other rank approached one of the 
houses, a volley of fire and grenades was drawn, injuring both. They returned fire 
unnerving the terrorists, one of whom attempted escape. Major Sohi showing quick 
reflexes shot him before he could either cause any damage or flee. Immediately 
another terrorist ferociously pounced on Major Sohi who showing nerves of steel 
absolutely unmindful o f his grievous injuries grappled and shot him after a hand-to- 
hand fight. Major Sohi with absolute disregard to his personal safety, moved from 
man to man inspite of his injuries, refusing to get evacuated, controlled the 
manoeuvres of his troops, inspiring them by his actions. Consequently in a 50 minutes 
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encounter six dreaded terrorists were killed. One US Carbine, ammunition, five Chinese 
Grenades, communication equipment and a lot of incriminating documents and other 
material were recovered. 

Major Balraj Singh Sohi displayed gallantry, and aggressive spirit with total 
disregard to personal safety while facing the terrorists. 

11. 2480359 NAIK BABU SING H 

PUNJAB/37 RR ( POSTHUMOUS! 

(Effective Date of the award: 10 Sep 2001) 

Naik Babu Singh as part of the Company Commander's column during search in 
an operation at Thandasu in village Hasot in Udhampur, J&K on 10 Sep 2001. 

At 0600 hours when cordon was dosing in on three dhoks a group of civilians 
ran out of the house and started running away. When warned, the civilians stopped, 
but two shawl clad terrorists suddenly opened fire at troops and ran. Naik Babu Singh 
was hit on his chest and stomach with the initial burst itself. However, with utter 
disregard to his critical injuries he picked up the weapon of his buddy and ran after the 
terrorists and shot down both terrorists before succumbing to his injuries. 

During the encounter Naik Babu Singh kept the safety of civilians in mind and 
ensured that fire was opened on terrorists only when they were clear of the civilians. 

Naik Babu Singh, thus, exhibited cooi courage, exceptional bravery and concern 
for safety of innocent civilians In fighting the terrorists and made the supreme 
sacrifice. 

12. SS-37244 MAJOR JOPHVIR SINGH 

1/4 GORKHA RIFLES 

(Effective Date of the award: 12 Sep 2001) 

Major Jodhvir Singh was the leader of a special mission patrol tasked to seek 
encounter and eliminate a group of foreign terrorists in the rugged, high altitude areas 
of Raja Ram Di Lari in Kupwara J&K. 

After a continuous operation for four days, on 12 th September, 2001, the patrol 
established contact with the heavily armed foreign terrorists, leading to a fierce 
encounter. The situation became critical, as the terrorists, firing from dominating 
positions, pinned down own troops, endangering their lives. Major Jodhvir Singh 
crawled behind the terrorists, closed in, under covering fire, surprising them 
completely and unmindful of his personal safety, eliminated two terrorists in a gallant 
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charge through the hostile fire. As the other terrorists started escaping, Major Jodhw 
Singh led a vigorous pursuit, re-established contact and deployed his men to cut off 
escape routes. He then single handedly eliminated another terrorist in a close 
encounter. His personal example motivated his men to eliminate two more terrorists. 

Major Jodhvir Singh displayed exceptional personal gallantry, junior leadership 
and saved the lives of his men, putting his own life at great risk while fighting the 

terrorists. 


13 IC-SQ189 MAJOR RA JESHWAR SINGH 

18 MADRAS 

( Effective Date of the award: 12 Sep 2001) 

Maj Rajeshwar Singh was company commander of a Forward Defended Locality 
in Tangdhar, Jammu and Kashmir. 

Well organized ambushes spotted six terrorists attempting to infiltrate in bad 
weather on 12 Sep 2001. Maj Rajeshwar Singh exercised restraint allowing the 
terrorists to come into the designated killing area. Ambush was sprung with heavy fire 
killing one terrorist while other terrorists took refuge in a cave, retaliating with heavy 
RPG and PIKA fire on own troops. Maj Rajeshwar Singh though injured by a grenade 
splinter continued to lead the operation. Regrouping the ambush parties to fix the 
terrorists, he took a bold and calculated decision to clear the cave. Exhibiting cool 
courage and tact, he created a diversion and charged the cave alongwith an NCO, 
killing two terrorists. The daring act inspired the NCO to shoot another terrorist. 
Maj Rajeshwar Singh maintained the pressure pushing down the terrorists and in yet 
another swift and daring move mortally wounded a terrorist trying to seek cover. The 
operation was concluded next day by killing of the last surviving terrorist. 

Maj Rajeshwar Singh, thus, displayed gallantry, indomitable fighting spirit, 

sound tactical acumen and cool courage in fighting the terrorists. 

14 SS-37700 CAPTAIN CHA NDRA PAL SINSH IWA II 

4/4 CiORKHA RIFLES 

(Effective Date of the award: 18 Sep 2001) 

On 15 September 2001 during a battalion level operation Ghatak platoon was 
moved at 0400 hours from Tupul to Khoupum Valley on a search and destroy mission 
of Under Grounds camps in the southern belt of Tamenglong district in Manipur. 
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The column moved out of Tupul and travelled for 15-18 kms every day for three 
consecutive nights. At 0300 hours on 18 September 2001 the column left for village 
Songphu and on interacting with the villagers acquired information of an Under 
Grounds camp and left for village Mamong at 0800 hours in search of the camp. 
Reaching short of the village Captain Chandra Pal Singh Khati informed the Ghatak 
Commander of the presence of 30-35 Under Grounds in the village. Observing them for 
few minutes Captain Chandra Pal Singh Khati, to achieve surprise, decided to gain 
height and moved through inhospitable terrain to secure an advantageous position. 
Having reached within striking distance of the Under Grounds the team leader divided 
his party into two for the final assault on the camp. Captain Khati with three other 
ranks formed a sub-team and was ordered to assault from the left. The sub team then 
stealthily approached the Under Grounds when the Under Grounds opened fire from all 
directions. At this moment seeing the presence of Under Grounds within killing range 
Captain Khati disregarding his own personal safety barged on to the terrorists' firing 

from his assault Rifle which resulted in killing of two Under Grounds and injuring 
several others. 

The swift and meticulous action led to the killing of five hardcore Under Grounds 
and recovery of arms/ammunition and other equipment. 

Captain Chandra Pal Singh Khati displayed raw courage and bravery in fighting 
the Under Grounds.

(Effective Date of the award: 19 Sep 2001) 

On 18 Sep 2001 Naik Rit Ram was in the cordon party sited in general area 

Goldh in J&K on receiving information about five terrorists having infiltrated at about 
2130 hours.

Naik Rit Ram's stop was positioned to the west of the house in which the 
terrorists had taken shelter. On 19 September 2001 at about 0700 hours, realising 
that they were surrounded, the terrorists opened heavy fire. Although the troops fired 
at the terrorists, it proved ineffective and the tall maize crop provided them with all the 
chances of escape. Realising this Naik Rit Ram, inched towards the house even as the 
terrorists brought down heavy fire on him and climbed onto the roof of the house 
where he calmly, placed demolition charges to ensure that none of the terrorists could 
escape. He went about his task in the utmost professional manner even though one of 
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the terrorists lobbed a grenade and fired at him. He then tactically withdrew and set 
off the charges eliminating four dreaded foreign terrorists including a District 

Commander. 

Naik Rit Ram displayed extraordinary courage and gallantry in fighting, the 
terrorists. 

16 3186838 SE POY MANJIT 

fi 1AT (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective Date of the award: 27 Sept 2001) 

On 27 September 2001 information about the likely presence of terrorists in 
general area HATIGARH and KUMARIGAON in Assam was received from reliable 

sources. The Battalion swung into action by deploying search teams. 

At 0500 hours, a section of a company while carrying out search operations in 
Hatigarh, came under effective and heavy volume of fire. In the exchange of fire two 
members received grievous wounds and Sepoy Manjit got a grazing gun shot wound. 
Taking advantage of the jungle and thick undergrowth the terrorists disengaged and 
started moving towards village Khuji. Sepoy Manjit, undeterred by his injury, took 
command of his section and kept on chasing the fleeing terrorists. He was successful 
in corning the terrorists in a house in village Khuji. The terrorists opened heavy 
volume of fire on the troops. Sepoy Manjit deployed his section and himself took 
position along with another rank and effectively covered escape route. Under the 
covering fire of his buddy, he crawled towards near the window and threw a hand 
grenade inside the house. This led to panic among the terrorists and two terrorists 
came out of the house firing incessantly, grievously injuring Sepoy Manjit. Despite 
being grievously injured and displaying raw courage, Sepoy Manjit killed one militant in 
a close quarter battle. He, however, breathed his last while being evacuated. 

Sepoy Manjit displayed enviable courage, bravery, disregard for personal safety 
and made the supreme sacrifice in fighting the terrorists. 


17 SS-36999 MAJOR VI3IT KUMAR SINg H 

ARTY. 17 PARA FP REGT ( POSTHUMOUS} 

(Effective Date of the award: 04 Oct 2001) 

While deployed in OP RHINO in South Assam, on 04 Oct 2001 Maj Vijit Kumar 
Singh led a seek and destroy mission in village Namdailong in Cacher, Assam whe^ 
10-12 armed terrorists were reportedly taking shelter. 
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Maj Vijit Kumar Singh knowing fully well the risk decided to be one of the 
leading scouts. At approx 0600 hrs on 04 Oct 2001 after a gruelling march the patrol 
reached the outskirts of the village. The entrance of the village was through a partially 
broken bamboo bridge which was negotiated carefully by the officer. As soon as the 
officer reached the far bank in an attempt to secure it, he was indiscriminately fired 
upon from the paddy fields 20-30 meters away from the bridge by a group of 
terrorists. He fired back and dashed towards the terrorists. The vehemence of the 
action forced the terrorists to flee through the paddy fields towards a nala. Exhibiting 
martial aggression Maj Vijit Kumar Singh alongwith his buddy started chasing the 
terrorists. Seeing them close in, the terrorists started firing on them to halt their 
advance. The officer undeterred opened aimed fire at them. As a result one of the 

terrorist took to the ground while the other two shed their weapons and pouches and 
stumbled into the nala. 

Maj Vijit Kumar Singh realizing that the three terrorists had been hit, showing 
exemplary courage and dogged determination, dashed towards the nala. During this 
the terrorist who had fallen in the paddy field raised his weapon and started firing at 
his buddy. Maj Vijit Kumar Singh charged towards the terrorist during which one of the 
shot fired by the terrorist hit the officer causing fatal injury. Despite being grievously 
injured the officer in a dying effort fired at the terrorist and killed him. Maj Vijit Kumar 
Singh died on the spot but not before saving the lives of his buddy and his team. 

In this action Maj Vijit Kumar Singh displayed an awesome aggressive spirit, 

camaraderie and courage beyond the call of duty and made the supreme sacrifice in 
fighting the terrorists. 


8 S A2Q553 RIFLEMAN R AMESH PRASAD 

3/11 GORKHA Pin fc 

(Effective Date of the award: 06 Oct 2001) 

Rifleman Ramesh Prasad Khanal was Number l scout of Charlie Company. On 
06 October 2001, while the column was searching village Top* Thera in Poonch j&K 
they came under heavy fire from terrorists hiding in a house. The column was pinned 
down due to the heavy and accurate fire and could not make any progress. 

Seeing gravity of situation Rifleman Ramesh Prasad Khanal volunteered 
alongwith an other rank to enter the room from where terrorists were firing. He 
crawled up to the window stealthily and entered room through window catching the 
terrorists unawares. Lobbing grenade he shot one of the terrorists near the window 
and turning towards the inner room totally exposing himself to terrorists fire, he shot 
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the second terrorist in a rare display of courage tenacity with nerves of steel and 
accurate marksmanship. The remaining terrorist retreated concurrently bringing down 
heavy volume of fire from the other room. However Rifleman Khanal kept the terrorist 
engaged thus enabling his buddy to shoot the last terrorist. 

Rifleman Ramesh Prasad Khanal displayed presence of mind and conspicuous 
bravery of exceptionally high order. 


19. 2985593 HAVILPAR CHANPAN MAL 

RAJPUT/23 RASHTR1YA RIFLES 

(Effective Date of the award: 15 Oct 2001) 

On 15 Oct 2001 Havildar Chandan Mai was leading a column as a part of the 
Search and Destroy Operation in Thanamandi, Rajouri J&K. 

On encounter with terrorist, Havildar Chandan Mai fired back and manoeuvred 
his party cornering the terrorist in a nala. The Company Commander moved additional 
parties to lay cordon and brought down coordinated fire. Meanwhile Havildar Chandan 
Mai alongwith his buddy closed in with the terrorist. Showing dogged determination 
raw courage and exemplary zeal, Havildar Chandan Mai with utter disregard to 
personal safety crawled through the undergrowth within five meters of the terrorist 
and shot him dead. When the second terrorist opened fire, Havildar Chandan Mai 
informed the Company Commander and readjusted his party to close in. Havildar 
Chandan Mai again closed in and shot the terrorist dead in close combat. 

Havildar Chandan Mai displayed valour, dogged determination and raw courage 
in the face of terrorist fire. 

20. JC-538291 SUBEDAR SATYA PRAKASH 

KUMAON/26 RR (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective Date of the award: 18 Oct 2001) 

On 18 Oct 2001 as commander of the reinforcement, in an operation in Gandoh, 
Doda J&K Subedar Satya Prakash and his party commenced search of KAKO NALA to 
flush out and eliminate the terrorists who has escaped from the village. 

At 1445 hours a barrage of automatic fire was aimed at the search party by the 
terrorists. Subedar Satya Prakash was hit on the forehead. Despite wound, he crawled 
up to an effective firing position and deployed his party. Mustering up all his 
determination, courage and energy, he threw grenades and charged at the terrorists 
firing his AK 47. He shot dead two dreaded terrorists at close quarters in this daring 
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move. The gallant Junior Commissioned officer thereafter succumbed to his injury and 
attained martyrdom. 

Subedar Satya Prakash displayed exemplary battlefield leadership, ensuring 
safety of his command, personal valour and bravery and made the supreme sacrifice 
while fighting the terrorists. 

21 JC-634214 SUBEDAR CYAN BAHADUR LIMBU 

3/11 GORKHA RIFLES (POSTHUMOUS! 

(Effective Date of the award: 22 Oct 2001) 

Subedar Gyan Bahadur Limbu was column commander in village Nakka, 
Poonch, J&K. 

On 22 October 2001, while conducting Search and Destroy Operation at about 
0930 hour the column was pinned down by heavy fire of terrorists hidden in Nala 
replete with dense foliage and big boulders. Seeing grave danger to troops being in 
open and disadvantageous position, Subedar Limbu decided to out manoeuvre 
terrorists. Exhorting his column to take cover and directing them to continue firing, he 
alone outflanked hidden terrorists and breaking cover at close quarters charged at first 
terrorist eliminating him with his rifle. He however received a hail of bullets on his 
torso and his Rifle fell down. Other terrorist brought down effective fire on the column. 
Refusing to be evacuated from the site despite grievous injuries and bleeding 
profusely, in absence of his personal weapon in a rare act of dare devilry, Subedar 
Limbu with a grenade in hand charged and killed the other terrorist too. However, in 
the process he attained martyrdom. 

Subedar Gyan Bahadur Limbu, thus, displayed conspicuous bravery and 
outstanding combat leadership in fighting the terrorists and made the supreme 
sacrifice. 

22. 822324 NON COMBATANT (ENROLLED 1 ! PRAKASH SHIVAJ1 GANGAYANE 

LASCAR f POSTHUMOUS! 

(Effective Date of the award: 22 Oct 2001) 

On 22 Oct 2001, at 1330 hrs, four Pakistani terrorists belonging to Laskar-e- 
Toiba, who were armed, attacked the main gate of Air Force Station Awantipora. Their 
aim was to gain access inside the Air Force Station and create havoc by destroying 
Aircraft, Missile Complexes and to create panic amongst personnel and their families. 
The terrorists were armed with AK-47 assault rifles and high explosive hand grenades. 
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NC(E) Prakash SG was on duty at the main gate. On sighting the intruders, he 
challenged them of their identity and refused to open the gate. On further jostling by 
the terrorists, he raised an alarm to alert the sentries on duty realizing the impending 
danger to his life. He was shot at from point blank range, but he continued to obstruct 
the intruders from gaining access into the Main Guard Room and succumbed to the 
terrorists' bullets. NC (E) Prakash attained martyrdom and laid down his life to 
facilitate the security forces to take vantage position to vanquish the terrorists. He 
displayed exceptional courage and acted in the best tradition of the Air Warriors of the 
Indian Air Force. 

NC (E) Prakash Shivaji Gangavane displayed conspicuous valour, raw courage, 
presence of mind and sacrificed his life while eliminating the terrorists. 


23. 10228Q76 SEPOY SATISH BARBS GP. PSC 

(Effective Date of the award: 22 Oct 2001) 

On 22 Oct 2001, at 1330 hrs, four Pakistani terrorists belonging to Laskar-e- 
Toiba, who were armed, attacked the main gate of Air Force Station Awantipora. Their 
aim was to gain access inside the Air Force Station and create havoc by destroying 
Aircraft, Missile Complexes and to create panic amongst personnel and their families. 
The terrorists were armed with AK-47 assault rifles and high explosive hand grenades. 

Sep Satish Barde was on duty at the SLR DSC post at the time of attack. 
Through his keen sense of alertness, he reacted to the situation immediately and 
alerted the other two guards of his post. He instantly opened fire from his SLR 
towards the vehicle from where the terrorists initially opened fire. He restricted the 
advancement of the terrorists towards the main gate by seriously injuring two of them 
through his concentrated firepower. He positioned himself strategically in his post 
amidst heavy fire and inflicted casualty on the terrorists. Unmindful of the risk to his 
own life, he relentlessly continued to direct the firepower and guide the people in 
action on to the terrorists till all of them were killed. Had the terrorists gained access 
inside the station it would have been catastrophic for the Air Base. 

Sep Satish Barde displayed conspicuous valour, raw courage and presence of 
mind whiie eliminating the terrorists. 
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24. T/No. 998 MAZDOOR RAVI BAHADUR 
BORDER ROADS ORGANISATION (POSTHUMOUS! 

(Effective Date of the award: 24 Oct. 20Q1) 

Shri Ravi Bahadur was recruited as Mazdoor on 21.9.1999 against token no. 
998. On 24 Oct 2001, at 147.600 on Balipara-Chardaur-Tawang Road, the rock debris 
was being cleared by a Dozer BD-80 EM No. 99G-28257 after blasting work. Shri Ravi 
Bahadur was deployed with the above Dozer for giving advance warning to the 
personnel regarding any possible danger. At around 1545 hrs on that fateful day while 
the said Dozer was pushing the rocky debris, all of a sudden, a big mass of the rock 
got separated from protruding rocky feature above the road and started falling down. 
Shri Ravi Bahadur very precisely sensed the movement of the rock and immediately 
warned other seven Mazdoors and the,Dozer operator who were working there to run 
away and they all escaped miraculously. Unfortunately while doing so, he himself got 
trapped under the rock debris and was crushed to death instantaneously. 

Shri Ravi Bahadur unmindful of his own life, acted with due caution and 
alertness, displayed extreme degree of courage and made the supreme sacrifice in 
saving the lives of his colleagues. This has certainly set a example and will ever 
remain a source of inspiration for others. 

25. 2683896 LANCE NA1K KHADAM HUSSAIN 

15 JAK RIFLES 

(Effective Date of the award: 31 Oct 2001) 

On 31 Oct 2001 at 1530 hours search party in Bandi ka Makan Forest in Poonch 
j&K under Lance Naik Khadam Hussain was fired upon. 

Rocky steep escarpments and dense undergrowth restricted movement, field of 
fire, visibility and neutralised effect of own fire. This necessitated a thorough search, 
location and closing in with the terrorists to kill them. Volunteering to lead the search, 
Lance Naik Khadam Hussain moved from bush to bush with fire support from his 
buddy. Searching one bush, he suddenly confronted two terrorists face to face who 
opened fire at him. In a swift action with total disregard to personal safety, Lance Naik 
Khadam Hussain jumped aside, hit the terrorist with his Rifle butt and retaliated 
violently thereby killing one terrorist instantly and injuring the second. Firing at him, 
the injured terrorist rolled down hill and attempted escape. Exhibiting extraordinary 
initiative, Lance Naik Khadam Hussain chased the fleeing terrorist, single handedly 
apprehended and extracted vital information before the terrorist died. Two AK Rifles 
and two radio sets were recovered. 
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Lance Naik Khadam Hussain exhibited conspicuous gallantry, extra-ordinary 
initiative and raw courage in fighting the terrorists. 

26. 2479576 HAVILDAR DALWINDER SINGH 

X I PU NM1 

(Effective Date of the award: 09 Nov 2001) 

Havildar Dalwinder Singh was performing the duties of driver in the 
Commanding Officer's Quick Reaction Team. Based on specific information regarding 
presence of three terrorists in a house in village Kogund in Anantnag, Jammu and 
Kashmir an operation was launched on 09 November 2001 at 1730 hours. 

The suspected group of houses was cordoned off by 1800 hours and firefight 
commenced at 1845 hours. Commanding Officer's quick reaction team arrived at the 
site of encounter at 1900 hours. At about 2200 hours, Havildar Dalwinder Singh, 
crawled next to the exit door of the house from where terrorists were firing. At 2230 
hours, two terrorists ran out firing their weapons trying to break the cordon. Havildar 
Dalwinder Singh, charged at the running terrorists, undeterred by heavy volume of fire 
being brought down by them and shot dead both the terrorists from a very close 
range. A large cache of arms, ammunition and incriminating documents were 
recovered from the terrorists. 

Havildar Dalwinder Singh displayed exemplary presence of mind, valour and 
indomitable courage under sustained terrorist fire. 

27. SS-37277 CAPTAIN SANJIV SIRQMI 

ARTY /23 m 

(Effective Date of the award: 17 Nov 2001) 

On 17 November 2001 four columns under Captain Sanjiv Sirohi were tasked to 
lay stops and to search areas in Thanamandi, Rajouri, J&K. 

At about 1500 hours the columns under Captain Sanjiv Sirohi came under heavy 
fire from a Nalla. He cordoned the immediate area of the Nalla to prevent the terrorists 
from fleeing and brought down heavy fire of Rocket Launcher and automatics in the 
Nalla and also used grenades. Due to failing light, he finally led a small party and 
crawled forward and lobbed grenades into the Nalla. Subsequently, under the covering 
fire of his party, Captain Sirohi under terrorist fire and using the cover of boulders 
advanced close to the terrorists and killed three terrorists individually in close combat. 
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Captain S>anjiv Sirohi displayed impeccable personal leadership and gallantry in 
the face of terrorist fire killing three hard core terrorists, without any foss/injury to own 
troops. 


28. SC-59069 LIEUTENANT MANAV. YADAV 

1 PARA ( SF) 

(Effective Date of the award: 18 Nov 2001) 

On receipt of information about presence of terrorists in Village Hari in Poonch 
J&K, an operation was launched on the night of 18/19 November 2001. 

While one column secured heights. Lieutenant Manav Yadav with his column 
approached the t&rget through the Paniali Nalla achieving total surprise. At 0645 hours 
he observed one suspected terrorist outside a Dhok. To confirm that the individual was 
a terrorist, Lieutenant Manav Yadav under disguise dosed onto him and before the 
terrorist could draw his weapon shot him. Immediately, three terrorists rushed out, 
firing indiscriminately at Lieutenant Yadav, into Paniali Nalla. Showing sound 
judgement and exploiting initiative the officer pursued the terrorists. Maintaining the 
tempo, without losing time, he shot two more terrorists, while the third entered a 
cave. Showing dogged determination, audacity and raw courage he charged into the 
cave and killed the fourth terrorist. The action also led to recovery of arms and 
ammunition. 

Lieutenant Manav Yadav displayed exemplary courage, dogged determination, 
and leadership beyond the call of duty under adverse conditions with total disregard to 
personal safety. 


29 K-53629 MAJOR SUNIT SINGH 

MAHAR/1 RR 

(Effective Date of the award: 30 Dec 2001) 

On 30 Dec .2001 based on actionable intelligence, Major Sunit Singh, led his 
column to cordon village Durapura, in Pulwama, Jammu and Kashmir. The terrorists 
holed up in the villcjge opened heavy volume of fire, thereby making identification of 
target houses difficult. 

Identifying a void, as Major Sunit Singh approached a lane, heavy volume of 
terrorists fire came from one house. Undeterred by this, asking the party to cordon the 
house, Maj Singh with his buddy displaying unprecedented valour crawled undetected 
under effective fire close to the house. In a daring action and with absolute disregard 
to personal safety , he lobbed two grenades simultaneously inside the house which 
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killed two terrorists. One terrorist lobbed a grenade, which Injured Major Sunit Singh 
severely. Despite his injury and bleeding profusely, Major Sunit Singh directed his 
party to bring effective fire on the house. One terrorist in an attempt to jump, came up 
to the window. Major Sunit Singh charged on him and displaying quick reflexes shot 
him down. 

Major Sunit Singh displayed conspicuous personal valour and bravery, 
exemplary junior leadership and effective command and control in adverse situation. 


30 4569688 SEPOY RAJBIR 

MAHAR/1 RR (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective Date of the award: 30 Dec 2001) 

During a search operation in village Durapura in Pulwama in Jammu and 
Kashmir on 30 December 2001, Sepoy Rajbir was the buddy of an officer. While 
cordoning the village, terrorists opened a heavy volume of firo on the cordon party. 

Undeterred with this, Sepoy Rajbir with his buddy nar rowed on to a house held 
by 6-7 terrorists. Limited cover facilitated terrorists to bring effective fire. He 
alongwith his buddy under terrorist fire crawled undetected under the windows’, of the 
target house. In a gallant action Sepoy Rajbir lobbed two grenades inside the house, 
killing one terrorist. In this action, he however sustained splinter injuries by terrorist 
UBGL fire. Despite bleeding profusely, he refused to leave his position. Two terrorists 
in a bid to escape, jumped out of the window firing indiscriminately. Though sinking, 
unmindful of his personal safety, Sepoy Rajbir fired with his personal weapon and shot 
them down. This gallant Soldier succumbed to his injuries eventually. 

SepOy Rajbir displayed unparallet bravery, resolute determination in fighting the 
terrorists and made the supreme sacrifice. 

31. IC-42448 MAJOR TANVIR AHMED SIPPIQUI 

7 JAT 

(Effective Date of the award : 07 Jan 200 2) 

Major Tanvir Ahmed Siddiqui, received information about a group of seven 
terrorists in village Goldh in J&K and placed a cordon on 07 January 2002. 

Contact was established in pitch darkness at 0010 hours and firing continued 
throughout the night. Three terrorists attempting escape, took positions amongst 
boulders in the nala and brought down heavy fire on own troops. Realising grave 
danger to the troops and finding own fire ineffective. Major Tanvir Ahmed Siddiqui at 
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1030 hours moved forward but was fired upon heavily by terrorists holed up in the 
nala. Undeterred, the officer, crawling'amidst a hail of bullets, surprised two of the 
terrorists and eliminated them in close combat. Upon this the third terrorist charged 
onto him firing heavily and throwing grenades but was calmly killed by Major Siddiqui. 
Thereafter, he alongwith an other rank closed onto two other terrorists. Major Siddiqui 
crawled towards one terrorist and in a fierce hand-to-hand fight killed him. This act 
inspired the other rank to eliminate the remaining three terrorists. 

Major Tanvir Ahmed Siddiqui displayed gallantry, resolute determination and 
exceptional professional acumen while facing the terrorists. 

32. 1192315 SEPOY SUNIL KUMAR 

7 JAT 

(Effective Date of the award: 07 Jan 2002) 

Sep Sunil Kumar was part of the Quick Reaction Team when contact was 
established with terrorists at 0010 hours on 07 January 2002 in village Goldh in J&K 
after which intermittent exchange of fire continued throughout the night. 

At about 1045 hours under covering fire given by Sep Sunil Kumar, an officer 
closed onto three terrorists holed up in a nala and eliminated them. Balance four 
terrorists of the group split into two groups. Sep Sunil Kumar along with the officer 
closed onto two of the terrorists, exposing themselves in the open, whereupon he 
crawled forward, lobbed a grenade and killed one of the terrorists while the second 
was eliminated by the officer. 

The balance two terrorists meanwhile had taken shelter amidst dense 
undergrowth and opened fire upon the party. Sep Sunil Kumar realizing the danger 
continued to advance forward, closed onto the remaining two terrorists and despite 
being outnumbered, shot them dead at a range of 6-8 yards. 

Sep Sunil Kumar displayed exceptional gallantry, camaraderie and presence of 
mind in extreme circumstances. 

33. IC-51945 MAJOR RAJIV KUMAR PAHIYA 

SIKH/15 m 

(Effective Date of the award: 22 Jan 2002) 

On 22 January 2002, search party led by Major Rajiv Kumar Dahiya in Solian, 
Poonch J&K came under heavy terrorist fire. 
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While trying to close in towards the terrorists, a cave was spotted 100 meters 
away where the terrorists had taken cover. In a split second decision, Major Rajiv 
Kumar Dahiya sited his support group and started to crawl alone towards the cave. 
Knowing fully that four terrorists were still alive, he lobbed grenades before storming 
the cave and sprayed a volley of bullets, thus killing two terrorists at point blank 
range. Meanwhile, two of the terrorists shocked by the daredevil act, ran outside into a 
nala. Displaying extraordinary presence of mind, Major Dahiya lobbed a grenade 
towards the terrorists so as to divert their attention and charged towards the terrorists 
and killed the other two terrorists also, thereby single handedly eliminating four 
hardcore terrorists. 

Major Rajiv Kumar Dahiya, thus, displayed conspicuous personal bravery and 
leadership of highest order.

RESOLUTION 


The Ministry of Water Resources (then known as Ministry of Irrigation) in the year 
1980 formulated a National Perspective Plan for water resources development by transferring 
water from water surplus basins to water deficit basins/regions by inter-linking of rivers. The 
National Perspective Plan has two main components i.e. the Himalayan Rivers Development and 
Peninsular Rivers Development. The National Water Development Agency (NWDA) was set up 
as a Society under the Societies Registration Act, 1860 in 1982 to carry out the detailed studies and 
detailed surveys and investigations and to prepare feasibility reports of the links under the National 
Perspective Plan. 

2. NWDA has, after carrying out detailed studies, identified 30 links for preparation of 
feasibility reports and has prepared feasibility reports of 6 such links. The various basin States 
have expressed divergent views about the studies and feasibility reports prepared by NWDA. 
With a view to bringing about a consensus among the States and provide guidance on norms of 
appraisal of individual projects and modalities for project funding etc. the Central Government 
hereby sets up a Task Force. 

3. The Task Force shall be as under: 

(i) Shri Suresh Prabhu, Member of Parliament, Lok Sabha, Chairman 

(ii) Shri C.C. Patel, Vice-Chairman; and 

(iii) Dr.C.D. Thatte, Member-Secretary. 

4. In addition to the above members of the Task Force, part-time members will also be 
nominated in consultation with the Chairman of the Task Force and with the approval of the 
Prime Minister. These part-time members will be as under: 

(i) a member from water deficit States 

(ii) a person from water surplus States 

(iii) an economist 

(iv) a sociologist; and 

(v) a legal/world wildlife expert.

Provide guidance on norms of appraisal of individual projects in respect of 
economic viability, socio-economic impacts, environmental impacts and 
preparation of resettlement plans;

Project Reports and implementation; 

Propose suitable organizational structure for implementing the project;
